are making a tour ot Europe in company 
with teachers and olass-matee tram Laaell 
Seminary: 


Here we are In Rome and enjoying ourselves 


very much. The heat IB pretty bad but no 
worse than at home. Tbe Italians are tho dir- 
tiest nation on tbe face of tbe globe. We bare 
just returned from Naples—worst of all. The 
people lire out in the streets and go through 
all their household operations full In the face 
of iimooont foreigners. 
The children are 


clothed In a summer-reaort-for-lnsecta crop of 
hair, Bun-burnt skin, and not mueh else. Tue 
view at Naples 18, 1 think, the Bneat In the 
world, but the city won't bear inspection. At 
Naples tho party wont up Vesuvius and to 
Sorrento bay by boat. The bay looked HO calm 
and inviting we hoped for a restful day's ex- 
cursion. Well, when we again want a rest we 
will shun tbe Neapolitan bay. We who were 
not senslok crossing the Atlantic were deathly 
sick on that miserable bay. It w»« what Is 
called a chopped sea. and the steamer wag 
email. Kesult: most of us lost our breakfast. 
After we got to Sorrento though we were paid 
for It all. The hotel standi on a cliff overlook- 
ing tho loveliest bay In Europe, with Mount- 
Vnsuvlus for a background, We enjoyed the 
tiny VL<ry much notwithstanding-our aeastak- 
IICUB. Tho gardens of tho hotel have great 
oraniro, lemon, fig, olive, mulberry and palm 
(rocs, and ouch quantities of grapes. The 
1 rult hoi o Is vory flue, especially peaches. 


I- ii'BR—To-day has Just been perfect, the 


luost enjoyable elaco we left Boston, just cool 
er.ough. 'J b!s morhlng we went to St. Peter's 
ar.'l staid about an hour and a half. It Is 
jfrund, of course, but much newer looking 
th in we expected; then, too, we thought some 
i)l tbe marble columns stucco and some of 
tbu QuEtJ but tfnsel. We saw a procession of 
priests, each carrying candles and with Ihe 
eaoramout under a canopy. The people all 
kcclt as It passed. This afternoon slzotus, 
TIC tier tho care of Mr. Wheeler, a minister 
from Hartford, f!onn., who Is with our party, 
got a guide und carriage and took a long drive. 
Wo wont out the Applan Way and saw its 
srand old rulne; to tho Catacombs of St. Ca- 
lixtua aud went Into them, conducted by a 
Monk cleanly dressed all In white except a 
black hood. Ho spoke French ana was very 
poiito 
and gave us each an 
oleander 


blossom as a souvenir as we were leav- 
lajr. The Catacombs are horrible—all cold 
and dark and soarey, with sudden steps and 
side halls and bones and skeletons and mum- 
mies. Ughi I From there we went to 1he 
church of St. Paul, outside the wall, by far the 
most beautiful church we have seen—no sham 
about it. Great columns of marble and the 
loveliest windows. The columns of the altar 
over the grave of St. Paul are alabaster, with 
malachite pedestals. The Inner columns are 
of porphry. The cloisters, too, are lovely, 
with twisted columns of marble. On the way 
back we passed Tragan's Forum, where cats 
<Jo congregate. It Is as noted for oats as St. 
Marks at Venice Is for doves. I never saw so 
many oats at once In my life. We also passed 
tbe grand old Koman Forum, and we.ihad 
passed the ColllgeUm going out, so you see 
one day was well tilled. All one day* are that, 
though. It really seems too bad to be com- 
pelled to see so much In so short a time. Home 
needa at least a year and other places in pro- 
portion. I almost forgot to tell you about 
Pompoll. Wo went there from Naples and 
wont all over it. It was very Interesting but 
a little disappointing, for It is more of a ruin 
than I expected. I expected to see It just as 
U was when burled, whereas 1 saw It as .It Is 
after 1800 years ot decay, and 100 years of 
devastation by museum furnishers all over 
the world. I myself having the rello fever 
found what I supposed to be an ancient earved 
plooe of water pipe which I Intended to trens, 
uro up carefully, but on closer examination I 
found It to bo the bowl of a filthy modern to- 
bacco pipe—my relic fever has abated. While 
wo wore In other parts of Europe we found 
muoh to admire, especially In Qormany and 
Holland where everything Is so clean, but In 
Italy we look and look, but do not admire. 
Remember us to all in dear old Deoatur.
